through to-day’s smoke-veiled dawn at 
the ravages wrought by the Luftwaffe 
in the night-long assault on Liverpool. 
For the third night in succession 
Merseyside was the chief target of the 
raiders. Hundreds of high explosive 
bombs were dropped upon the city by 
an unbroken procession of ‘planes, 
whose drone could be heard during the 
brief intervals between an anti-aircraft 
barrage of terrific intensity. 

In many areas house property was 
severely damaged. 

The raiders first dropped high 
explosives and then sent thousands of 
incendiaries down upon the ruins. 
Ambulances sped through*the glass and 
débria-littered streets, and rescue 
workers took tremendous risks, 
scrambling amid the wreckage to re- 
lease trapped people. To-day they are 
continuing their heroic work, while 
mobile canteens and motor trucks, 
stacked with food, are hastening to 
bring succour to the stricken city. 


SCENE OF HAVOC 


Here is a chronicle which conveys 
something of the scene of devastation I 
encountered on my tour :— 

Homes wiped out by high explosives 
and fire bombs. 

Large numbers of people killed, 
injured and trapped. 

Shops and commercial premises exten- 
sively damaged. 

As a heavy smoke pall from burnt- 
out buildings and homes hung over the 
area. gangs of , workers 
were clearing the débris-strewn streets. 
Schools and public buildings, including 
several libraries, were destroyed or 
damaged. 

Many victims still lay buried under 
the ruins, despite heroic work by the 
defence services, first aid and rescue 
parties, who toiled on witheut a pause 
throughout the raid. 

Firemen and A.F.8. men were injured 
by crashing masonry as they went to 
the aid of people who had been trapped. 

Squads of workmen started to repair 
interrupted electricity and gas services.

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Mr. Uhurchill, broadcasting to 
Poland on Saturday night on the 
anniversary of the Poles’ National Day, 
said: “ This war will be long and hard, 
but the end is sure,” and affirmed his 
belief in a victory for the democracies. 

“When the call came,” he said, 
“Poland did not hesitate to risk all 
the progress she had made rather than 
compromise her national honour, and 
she showed her spontaneous response 
with a spirit of national unity and 
self-sacrifice, I have been deeply 
Smoved by what I have heard of: the 
inhabitants of Warsaw during the 
three weeks of the siege, of their con- 
tinued strenuous resistance to the alien 
oppressor who now keeps their city. 
We in this country, who are conscious 
that our strength is built on the broad 
masses of the British nation, appreciate 
and admire the Polish nation for its 
noble attitude since the outbreak of 
the war.” 

Having paid a tribute to the Polish 
fighting forces, Mr. Churchill said:
